Building a Church 


The writer was spending several days 
in a New England town attending meet- 
ings. Each morning as he started out 
from the home where he was being enter- 
tained, an unfamiliar but intriguing sound 
greeted his ears and drew him on toward 
the source of that sound which smote the 
stillness of an otherwise quiet street. It 
was the ringing “clink, clank, clink” of 
heavy hammers on steel chisels. 


Four or five workmen at their heavy 
benches amid rubble and rock are plying 
the ancient trade of stone cutting. The 
sound of chisels on stone is sharp because 
they are working with native granite. The 
odd-shaped pieces of gray rock glistening 
in the morning sun must first be brought 
to rectangular form on one end which 
would be the face. Then the remainder 
of the block must also be squared until 
the stone can take its place in even tiers 
in the slowly rising walls of a large 
building. 

The building which we saw being con- 
structed so laboriously by hand was to 
be a great church, we were told. It was 
not a church to house people of our faith, 
but it was a church. Wall building by 
this almost forgotten method was intensely 
interesting to one who could try to 
imagine himself wielding hammer and 
chisel and stopping frequently to check 
the accuracy of his stone chipping with 
the square. We learned that the contrac- 
tors advertised widely to gather together 
enough experienced men willing and able 
to hew the granite blocks for the building. 


Month after month the painstaking work 
went on with the “clink, clank, clink” 
sounding forth from morning to evening. 


Most of us have witnessed the erection 
of prefabricated houses. What looks like 
a house sometimes is put up in one day. 
Churches, too, of certain types and shapes 
can be contracted for in the same way, 
we understand. In a very brief time they 
are ready for the worshipers. Such func- 
tional buildings are doubtless justified in 
many circumstances. 

There is a symbolism, in our opinion, 
in the individual hewn-rock construction 
which caught our attention in this New 
England town where the finest rock was 
available in a local quarry. Whether or 
not it was wise to spend $360,000 on this 
particular house of worship is not the 
point. A true church is something quite 
distinct from walls, beams, and spires. 
It is a congregation built on a firm foun- 
dation with Christ as the cornerstone. 
Each member, according to Peter’s epistle, 
is a living stone in the structure. Love 
for Christ unifies the spiritual building, 
cementing the stones together. We are 
rough and unusable in the form in which 
we come from the quarry of the world. 
We may glisten in the morning sun as 
we come fresh from the blasting upheaval 
of our initial contact with the power of 
God, but we need a great deal of trim- 
ming. Our lives need to be squared with 
the law of God and hewed to the pattern 
of the New Testament. It is a great task 
for skilled workmen — this church build- 
ing. It takes time; it takes patience. 


The ancient and the modern may well 

be combined as we seek to build churches. 
There can be no modern substitute for 
the faith which was once-for-all delivered 
to the saints. No other book or combi- 
nation of books can replace the Bible as 
the guide for the faith and practice of 
_the Christian Church. No modern pro- 
' phets sounding forth with words pilfered 
of their meaning or with social schemes 
falling short of salvation can be allowed 
to cheapen the present-day church. 


In that New England community men- 
tioned above the church now nears com- 
pletion with modern methods.

Nurses Plan 
to Visit Churches 


Nurses Beth Severe and Joan Clement 
are planning to visit as many Seventh 
Day Baptist churches as possible during 
their year of furlough. Since their re- 
turn to the West Coast following Con- 
ference they have been visiting the 
churches and fellowship groups of the 
Pacific Coast Association. 


They suggested a schedule of visits to 
be made in the late spring and early 
summer of 1958 which was considered 
by the African Interests Committee of the 
Missionary Board. It was approved with 
the understanding that these tentative 
plans should be open to change should 
the nurses feel the need to change them. 


The contemplated visits would carry 
Miss Severe and Miss Clement around 
the United States covering approximately 
11,000 miles. There is no budgeted 
amount to cover the travel expense en- 
tailed but it was thought that the churches 
would be willing to share this expense 
through free-will offerings. The Mission- 
ary Board approved the amount of $200 
to be sent to the nurses as an advance on 
these expenses. 


The schedule is as follows: During April 
(after the Pacific Coast Association, which 
is the second weekend) visiting at Phoenix, 
Edinburg, Houston, Hammond, Metairie, 
Texarkana, Fouke, Little Rock, and Paint 
Rock; during the month of May, visiting 
Daytona Beach, Putnam County (a pos- 
sible vacation trip to Jamaica, B. W. I1.), 
Salem, Berea, Middle Island, Roanoke, 
Lost Creek, Washington, D. C., and Salem- 
ville; during the month of June, first 
week in Central Association, second week 
in Eastern Association, third week in 
Western Association, and fourth week in 
Northern Association; during July, first 
week Chicago, Stonefort, Farina, and 
Milton; second week — Milton Junction, 
Albion, New Auburn, and White Cloud; 
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third week — Minneapolis, Dodge Center, 
Denver, and Boulder. 

It is exepcted that they will return to 
the West Coast for a few weeks before 
Conference meets there in August. They 
have expressed the preference to return 
to Makapwa Mission, Nyasaland, by ship. 
Passage is being sought for the approxi- 
mate date of September 12, the same date 
when they sailed from New York in 1953 
for their first term of service. 


China Interests 


From a reliable source comes word that 
“the Seventh Day Baptist Church in Shang- 
hai is still open.”” This means that wor- 
ship services are being held by our 
Chinese brethren in the beautiful house of 
worship in that city. We recall that the 
last statistical record from our Shanghai 
Church noted a membership on the church 
roll of approximately six hundred. 

The same source of information writes, 
“We are sure that you are aware that the 
schools have been absorbed into the gov- 
ernment school system, as no private 
school education is permitted in Commu- 
nist China.” 

News was received of the intention of 
the Shanghai Municipal Government to 
relocate the Pa Hsien Ch’iao Municipal 
Cemetery to a new location ‘to make way 
for new construction.” The new location 
is at the Chi An Public Cemetery, about 
16 miles from the center of Shanghai on 
the Shanghai-Tsingpu Highway. “The 
remains will be buried in separate graves 
as at present but if possible they will be 
regrouped according to nationalities. It 
is understood that headstones will be trans- 
ferred and re-erected and that the cost of 
reburial will be borne by the Chinese 
authorities.”

We are guilty of breaking 
all of God’s commandments, as James 
2: 10 tells us: “For whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, and yet offend in one 
point, he is guilty of all.” It is true that 
we have not gone to the bank and de- 
manded their money, or pointed a gun 
into someone’s heart and pulled the 
trigger. Yet we are guilty of all of 
these sins when we break one, yes, even 
the least of the commandments. I cannot 
think of one of them that is the least. 
They are of great importance, each and 
every one of them. 


Galatians 5: 19-21 puts it in very plain 
terms that everyone may understand. We 
are ungodly, deceitful, wicked, enemies, 
lost, evildoers, guilty, unthankful, vile, 
covetous, and abominable. Some of the 
sins of man are spoken of as uncleanness, 
irreverence, immorality, idolatry, witch- 
craft, hatred, varience, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, envyings, mur- 
ders, drunkenness, revelings, unbelief, and 
lying. Some will say, “That is pretty 
strong language, preacher.” I am_ not 
saying this. It comes from the Holy Word 
of God. Now let us go on. We find 
in Romans 3: 10-20: 


“There is none righteous, no not one: There 
is none that understandeth. There is none 
that seeketh after God. They are all gone out 
of the way, they are together become unprofit- 
able; There is none that doeth good, no, not 
one. Their throat is an open sepulchre; with 
their tongues they have used deceit; the poison 
of asps is under their lips: whose mouth is 
full of cursing and bitterness: their feet are 
swift to shed blood: destruction and misery 
are in their ways: and the way of peace have 
they not known: there is no fear of God before 
their eyes. Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to them who are 
under the law: that every mouth may be 
stopped, and all the world may become guilty 
before God. Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight; for by the law is the knowledge of sin.” 


This shows the true character of man 
at the cross of Calvary. Men nailed the 
Prince of Peace, the Son of God, to the 
cross to die. 
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God Must Intervene to Save Us 


Then we are helpless of ourselves to 
do anything about this sin and guilt. 
Only through Christ are we brought to 
God in complete righteousness. Yet to- 
day we see so many trying to live apart 
from God. They seem to think that some- 
how they will make it into the land of 
eternity without the help of God, through 
His Son Christ Jesus, who paid all for 
us. If man were to be left to himself, 
he would perish eternally. He would get 
what he justly deserves — hell and eternal 
banishment from God. Now if he is to 
be saved from eternal damnation and 
separation from God the Father, God 
must intervene. Thanks to God, that is 
just exactly what He has done through 
His Son, Christ Jesus, there on the cross 
of Calvary. We receive a new birth in 
Him. He came /alive spiritually and the 
unfolding of God’s will and way is re- 
vealed unto us. We must grow from 
babes in Christ to full-grown men and 
women. God is absolute, just, and yet at 
the same time merciful. Man cannot 
meet God’s standards, so God had to 
provide a way through His Son for man. 
The substitute that He has provided is 
a wonderful and an amazing grace. 


This is a subject that I love to talk 
about. I hope that each one of you will 
study the amazing grace of God as found 
in the Word, the Bible. There have been 
many Bible courses written on this subject 
and will probably be many more written 
about it. I have been studying the Book 
of Romans, have completed the course and 
received my certificate. It is called 
“Romans, the Book of Grace,” by Charles 
J. Woodbridge. I would highly recom- 
mend it to anyone for study. 


Helping People Out of the Dilemma 


I would not stop before first pointing 
the way out of the dilemma.

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European Leader 
For Nigerian Work 
The Holy Spirit directs missionary work 
in mysterious and unexpected ways. -At 
least that was true in the days of the 
Apostles. It can be assumed that it is 
true today, though we may not be quite 
as sure of the Spirit's guidance in details 
as was Paul. 


It would seem that there are some close 
parallels between the second missionary 
journey of Paul, which took the Gospel 
to a new continent, and the opportunities 
that may be opening up for Seventh Day 
Baptists to convert souls and strengthen 
churches in Nigeria, West Africa. 

The Church at Antioch sent Paul and 
other brethren on the first missionary 
journey through Galatia in southern Asia 
Minor. For some time after that success- 
ful project Paul and Barnabas worked at 
the missionary headquarters, helping to 
solve some important questions of policy 
for gentile Christians. The urge came 
upon them to visit again the brethren in 
the churches previously established and 
left without mature leadership. Paul and 
Silas departed on the trip “being recom- 
mended by the brethren unto the grace 
of God.” 

First they did what they set out to do. 
Then they tried to make human plans 
for entering neighboring provinces. They 
felt that they should preach in the prov- 
ince of Asia but the Holy Spirit forbade 
them. They wanted to go into Bithynia 
but again “the Spirit suffered them not.” 
They knew not why they should be 
denied entrance to these provinces until 
they reached Troas and the Macedonian 
call came to Paul in the night. A new 
continent and new countries awaited the 
Spirit-led missionaries. 

Many times similar things have hap- 
pened to God's people. Something like 
that may be the experience of Seventh 
Day Baptists in this day. We have prayed 
for Gospel openings abroad. Doors have 
closed on one side and the other. Suddenly 
we found ourselves in the midst of a great 
work in Nyasaland. Nigeria beckoned 
but we had not the funds or the leaders 
to send to that country. 


It now appears that God is more able 
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than we had thought. Ours were normal 
human plans such as any Christian leaders 
would make before sending missionaries 
into a new field. Nigeria was too big 
an undertaking along with the other work 
we were doing or had promised to do. 
When we prayed for the people who 
called to us from that land we could see 
no way that the prayers could be answered. 
But the Holy Spirit had laid it upon the 
heart of an Italian Baptist with wide 
experience in African evangelism to ac- 
cept the Sabbath. Later the Spirit moved 
him to undertake an independent Seventh 
Day Baptist work in Nigeria. Many were 
the obstacles to a full decision to go. 
Correspondence from this country gave 
him little or no encouragement other than 
to urge him to let the Lord guide. One 
by one the obstacles have been fading 
away until it looks as if our brother may 
soon be serving the Lord in Nigeria. The 
story is thrilling. ; 


Roger Cazziol of Milan, Italy, the man 
of whom we write, is a young, unmarried 
man of considerable linguistic attainments 
and of high scholastic training in the 
fields of science and of theology. His 
reading and almost world-wide corres- 
pondence have made him very familiar 
with American ways. Denominational 
leaders who have shared his letters have 
been impressed with his sincerity, un- 
selfishness, and zeal as well as his practical 
approach to problems. Doctor K. Duane 
Hurley who spent a day with him in 
Venice last summer brought back a very 
good report of the fine Christian fellow- 
ship he had with him. 


Brother Cazziol has visited our London 
pastor and has been received into the 
membership of the Mill Yard Church, 
which to a certain extent is sponsoring 
his entry into Nigeria. Funds are being 
provided by friends of Mr. Cazziol in 
Europe and America for his travel ex- 
penses to the field when his visa is 
granted. One of the native ministers in 
Nigeria, Rev. R. Nwankwo, seems to have 
left no stone unturned to expedite the 
coming to his country of one who could 
do much for his people educationally and 
spiritually. He reports that a house is 
now built and inspected and that the 
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government has approved the openingi 
a ‘‘training college” with a fairly adeqy: 
salary (according to Nigerian low sta 
ards). 


So God seems to have been movingtt 
ways that seem almost beyond our fage 
We had no man; we had no moneyfi 
looked as if the Seventh Day Baptist wai 
in Nigeria would wither and die. Eg 
now we cannot be sure what the fut, 
may reveal as to the permanence of | 
work but the Holy Spirit seems to hg.

support.

What boy or girl hasn’t awakened in the 
middle of the night after a bad dream — 
a dream in which he was lost, forsaken, 
or about to be attacked with no one 
coming to the rescue? Things like that 
may also happen to us when we are awake. 

Men who serve in the Armed Forces 
and men who fly have a fear which they 
cannot entirely push aside. It is the fear 
of being lost or cut off. Suppose I am 
wounded and alone in the mountains?

Income Tax Deductions 
Broadened for Clergymen 


The following are excerpts from an arti 
“Housing Deductions for Clergymen,” by Gl 
D. Everett which appeared in the Octol 
1957, issue of Church Management. | 


The Internal Revenue Service | 
finally issued a definitive regulation spé 
ing out just how ministers of religion m 
claim the income tax deduction provid 
by Congress for housing allowances pi 
in lieu of furnishing a parsonage. 

It was a manifest inequity to exem 
the rental value of a parsonage for 0 
minister while another had to pay £¢ 
for his lodgings under identical circu 
stances. Therefore, Congress agreed 
exempt “the rental allowance paid to) 
minister of religion as part of his coi 
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msation to the extent such allowance 
used by him to rent or otherwise pro- 
de a home.” 

The clause “or otherwise provide a 
me’” was added by the Senate when it 
is pointed out that some clergymen own 
eit own homes. Internal Revenue also 
ves a broad definition of the word 
iome’’ specifically extending it to “ap- 
wtenances thereto, including a garage.” 
clergyman who owns his own home 
uld be able to charge off the cost of 
uintenance and of all utilities, as well 
payments he makes on his mortgage. 
To be eligible for tax deduction the 
tion claimed for housing expenses has 
be paid separately from the salary, but 
ternal Revenue makes it as simple as 
ssible to do this. The rental allowance 
es not have to be paid by separate 
ecks. 

The most generous provision of all is 
at the housing allowance is deductible 
_the way back to 1954, retroactively, 
such an official action is taken prior 
January 1, 1958. This is designed to 
Ip those ministers who were not familiar 
th the new amendment when it was 
opted in 1954 and who did not know 
w to comply with it. 

These ministers who have not yet had 
rt of their salaries designated as housing 
owance may do so prior to January 1, 
58, and will be eligible to claim refunds 
taxes paid in 1954, 1955, and 1956. 
There is one aspect of the regulation 
at ministers will want to watch out for, 
d that is that for any new employment 
dertaken after January 1, 1958, the 
using allowance must be provided in 
vance of employment. Any minister 
cing a church or position with a church 
ency which does not include rent-free 
e of a parsonage will want to take care 
at part of his salary is specified to be 
housing allowance. For after he takes 
position he will not be able to present 
y retroactive action to the tax collector.
